E have Advice from Eyfenftat, 
that a Body of 6000 Malecontents 
having divided themfelves into two 
Patties, one of them march’d to- 
wards Baden, and the other to- 
wardsWinskharftorf, and that they had pillag’d {e- 
veral Villages, and kill’d fome of the Inhabitants. 
Count Anthony Efterhafi, accompany’d by a French 
Colonel, has laid Siege to the Caftle of Capfovar : 
But the Imperialifts are preparing to relieve it, and 


we hear that Captain Lodefano, who commands in. 


it, makes a vigorous defence, in hopes of being fuc- 
cour'd. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated April 3. 

Vienna, March 21. The Cardinal of Saxe-Zeyts 
and Count Ordodi return’d hither from Presbourg 
on Sunday laft, and have advis’d the Emperour to 
fend Deputies, pacticularly the Bifhop of Great Wa- 
radin, and fome other Perfons of Diftinction, to the 
Malecontents, but no Refolution has yet been ta- 
ken thereon, there being daily lefs and lefs likelihood 
of coming to an Accommodation with them ; for 
Prince Ragotsky and Count Berezeni have fent 
back unopen’d the Letrer that Prince Efterhafi Pa- 
latin of Hungary, writ to them to invite them to 
the Diet ac Presbourg; declaring, that fince the 
breaking up of the Diet at Onod, where the Inter- 
regnum was publifh’d, they acknowledge no King 
of Hungary : But if the Perfons Affembled at Pres- 
bourg, would treat of a Peace, they might apply 
themfelves to the Confederates, who would hearken 
to the Propofals they fhould make. Meanwhile the 
Malecontents make Incurfions on this fide the River 
Leitha, and ‘tis fear’d they will attack Laxembourg, 
and fome of our Frontier- Towns. 
From the Amft. Cour. and Leid. Gaz. dated April 6. 

Vienna, Match 24. They write from Presbourg, 
that they had receiv’d Advice that the Caftle of Cap- 
fovar had furrender’d to the Malecontents ; and that 
fome Floats of Timber having through the Negli- 
gence of the Perfons who guided them, ftruck a- 
gainft the Bridge that was laid over the Danube,had 
done it fo much Damage, thar ’twould be difficuls 
torepair it. The Court has receiv'd an Exprefs 
from General Rabutin, but the Contents of it are 
not made publick. Some private Letters from Tran- 
fylvania fay neverthelefs, that the Imperialifts having 
On the roth of laf Month given an Aifaulc to the 
Caitle of Gorgin, had been repuls’d by the Befieged, 
wih the Lofs of Liewtenant-Collonel Kaltenblac, 
who commanded them, and of fome other Officers, 
and of 60 Soldiers, and that 200 others, as well Offi- 
cers as Soldiers were wounded. However they con- 
unw’d the Siege of that important Poft, hoping in 
time to carry ir, Another Exprefs from General 
Rabutin has brought Advice, that the Country of

Zecker is reduc’d to. the Obedience of the Emperor; 
and that the Imperialifts had taken 600 loaded 
Waggons, and the Plate and iAoney of the Counts 
Coruzedi and atilhank ; and cuat chey had burnt a 
great Quantity of Corn that was got together for 
the fubtiftance of 15000 Maleconients. ’ fis thoughe 
that General Rabutia will bring with him our of 
Tranfylvania bis own Regiment of Dragoons and 
that of Montecuculi, which are to Serve in Hun-, 
gary; fo that General Zumjungen will not have 
under his Command above 3000 Horfe in that Prin- 
cipality. Ihe Emperour has at the Intervention 
of the King of Sweden, given Leave to build 
Six Churches in the Proteftant Priacipalities not 
mention’d in the Treaty, provided Baron Stra- 
lenheim will defift from any farther Demands ; and 
that there be no more Difputes concerning the Af- 
fairs of Silefia: And Deputies are to come hither 
from the Proteftants to agree with this Court, where 
it will be moft convenient to have thofe Churches 
built. 
From the Bruffels Gazette, dated April 3. 

Vienna, March 21. A Courier arriv’d from Trop- 
pau in Silefia has brought Advice, that a Body of 
10 Or 12000 Malecontents had forc’d the Paffage 
of Jabluncka, and gain’d the Intrenchments of the 
Fort, butthe Imperial Garrifon retiring into a Re- 
doubr, defended themfelves very bravely, and thus 
gave time to fome Troups that were pofted in the 
Neighbourhood to come up to their Snccour: and 
thofe Troops attack’d the Enemy with fo great 
Vigour that they foon oblig’d them to retire with 
confiderable Lofs. .The Malecontents after this 
march’d into Moravia, where they committed great 
Cruelties. A ftrong Party of them bas lately taken 
away all the Cattle belonging to the Village of Mi- 
lendorf, not far from Neuftadr. By Letters from 
Raab of the 12th of this Month we hear, that a 
Woman of that Town going into the Country, was 
taken and Stript by a Party of Malecontents, com- 
manded by one of their Partifans call’d Black Mi- 
chael. When this Woman came back to Raab, 15 
Soldiers were fent out moft of them in Women’s 
Cloaths, with 2 Waggons loaded with two Hog- 
fheads each, and in each Hogthead were 2 Soldiers, 
and the Woman that Itad been Stript ferv’d them as 
a Guide to fhew them the Place where the had been 
fo Barbaroufly treated: When they came to ir, 
eight of the Malcontents came up to them, and ask’d 
what they had in the Waggons; they anfwer’d, 
Wine: Vpon which they cali’d to the reft that lay 
in Ambuth in a Wood to come to them, buc the 
Soldiers feeming not to take Notice of it, continu’d 
their Way, till che Party came up to them and ftopt 
the Waggons, then goingto fee what was in the 
Hogtheads, the Soldiers that were in them kill'd 4 
of them, as did the Soldiers difguis’d in Women’s 
Cloaths two more, and took two others Prifoners, 
whom they brought into Raab.
